when an Army A-26 bomber and an 
advanced trainer collided in the air 
and plummeted to the ground in 
widely-separated areas. 
A Grenier Anny Air Field offic­ 
ial said the bomber, carrj’ing three 
Army piersonnel, was en route from 
Andrews Field Maryland, and was 
within one mile of Grenier, its de­ 
stination when it collided. 
He said the second plane, out of 
the Bedford Army airport on a 
routine training flight, carried only 
the pilot. 
The Army Public Relations of­ 
ficer said “all men in the planes 
were killed.” 
Eyewitnesses said the tail of the 
trainer was sheared off and that! 
it lost a wing before it crashed 
to the ground. 
The bomber—the same type flown 
around the world in record time by

Security Council. It becomes all too 
clear that the veto is being used In 
defense of the aggressions of Yugo­ 
slav:*.

“It is the view of the United 
Bta’es government that Greece is in 
grave peril.

Army Planes Collide; Clark Orders 
Four Persons Perish 


Two (rafl Plummet 
To Earth In Flames 


MANCHESTER. N H . Aug. 12 (ZP 
—Four persons were killed tonight 
when an Army A-26 bomber and an 
advanced trainer collided in the air 
and plummeted to the ground in 
widely-separated areas. 
A Grenier Army Air Field offic­ 
ial said the bomber, carrying three 
Army personnel, was en route from 
Andrews Field Maryland, and was 
within one mile of Grenier, its de­ 
stination when it collided. 
He said the second plane, out of 
the Bedford Army airport on a 
routine training flight, carried only 
the pilot. 
The Army Public Relations of­ 
ficer said “all men in the planes 
were killed.” 
Eyewitnesses said the tail of the 
trainer was sheared off and that 
it lost a wing before it crashed 
to the ground. 
The bomber—the same type flown 
around the world in record time by 
William P. Odom—was less than a 
mile from Grenier Field when it 
collided. 
The trainer narrowly missed sev­ 
eral homes in a residential section 
and crashed into a garage, setting 
it afire. The heavier ship came to 
the ground near busy* route 101, 
which crosses the state. 
Both planes caught fire in the 
air after the collision. 
Grenier officials said the A-26 is 
part of IU 66th Fighter Wing. 
Identification of the victims was 
withheld until notification of next 
of kin. 
The planes hit the ground about 
three miles apart, one of them in 
a residential section of South Man­ 
chester. and the bomber in adjoin­ 
ing Bedford across the Merrimack 
River near the Manchester Country 
Chib.

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Court's Ruling On Tax 
Exemptions Important One 


One of the most Important decisions to come 
from the Circuit Court for Allegany County was that 
banded down Monday holding that the County Com­ 
missioners had erred in granting exemptions to three 
major industries in the county, and ruling that that 
action on the part of the governing board of the tax­ 
payers is mvalid. 
The decision was the outgrowth of a suit in­ 
stituted by James H. Heed, and other taxpayers in 
which they questioned the right of the Commissioners 
to exempt the Kelly Springfield Tire Company from 
paying taxes on tools and machinery for a period 
equal to that having been granted the Celanese Corp­ 
oration of America and the West Virginia Pulp and 
Paper Company. 
Under the agreement voted by the 
County Commissioners tools and machinery of those 
Industries would have been tax-free until 1950, or 
thereabout. 
Under the Court’s ruling, the County Commission­ 
ers acted without authority by law. 
Not only does 
the decision erase the order passed this year granting 
the Kelly company exemption but it invalidates the 
gratuity privileges given the two other corporations. 
The Court's decision closes the door to any in­ 
dividual concern seeking exemptions from taxes on 
either building, tools or machinery in that the Judges 
have ruled that the County Commissioners cannot 
discriminate in giving such exemptions, and that if 
one industry, or two or three are granted such exemp­ 
tions all industries In the county must be given similar 
grants. 
It is unthinkable that the County Commissioners 
would consider for a minute such an action which 
would wipe from the books millions of dollars in taxes. 
The Court’s decision will result in restoring to 
the tax books of the county $212,918.93 annually. The 
Kelly Springfield Tire Company will now pay approxi­ 
mately $10,409 18 yearly; Celanese Corporation of 
America, $147,855 14, and the West Virginia Pulp and 
Paper Company $54.654 61. 
This will result in easing considerably the finan­ 
cial burden of the county government and, all things 
being equal, should alone bring a reduction in the 
tax rate to property owners throughout the county of 
approximately 22 cents on each $100 of the assessed 
▼alue of a property. 
Had these taxes been taken into 
account when the 1947-48 levy was compiled they 
would have permitted the County Commissioners to 
have lowered the tax rate to SI 50 instead of to $1.72— 
a total of 27 cents instead of 5 cents. 
The situations which brought about the litigation 
had been a heated controversial issue for weeks before 
the County Commissioners, who were split two to 
one on the question of granting an exemption to the 
Kelly Springfield Tire Company, acted. 
Like this 
newspaper, Commissioner James Holmes protested the 
granting of the exemption. 
Mr. Holmes sought to 
bring to an end the exemption practice, and by voting 
against the Kelly request, as he had done a year 
previous, had hoped to establish a rule for future cases. 
Only a year ago he had been successful in having 
the Kelly request denied. 
Since then the complexion 
of the Board changed, and Commissioner Charles N. 
Wilkinson, who had championed the Kelly request in 
1946, supported a renewal of the proposal this year. 
He was aided in this by Commissioner William H. 
Lemmert. 
In its decision, the Court commented that “the 
exhibits show’ that the Commissioner 'Mr. Holmes» 
voting against the Kelly exemption had previously 
voted for the current Celanese and Paper Company 
exemptions. 
Also one of the Commissioners voting 
for tlu Kelly exemption was at the time an employe 
of the Kelly. 
<But in view of the Court s decision as 
to the other law in the case, it is not necessary to pass 
on the nght of an employee to vote for an exemption 
to its employer ”) 
This might be interpreted as indicating that the 
Commissioner un this case. Mr. Wilkinson! should 
have disqualified himself from voting on the request 
of his employer, and failing to do so risked the possi­ 
bility of the action being voided by the Court. 
It is very clear that the Court, comprised of Chief 
Judge William A 
Huster, Associate Judge George 
Henderson and Associate Judge Joseph D Mish. gave 
careful and considerate study to the many statutes 
dealing with the^ issue, and that the ruling in which 
•ll concurred was based on facts of law cannot be 
disputed. 
It is a decision that will meet with the approval 
of every taxpayer of the county.

NLY a sm all percentage of 
the population of the world 
lives in m ountainous regions 
and th e higher the ranges 
go. th e fewer the in h ab itan ts be­ 
come. 
T his is true especially in 
altitudes over 6,000 feet. T here are 
m any obvious reasons for this situ a­ 
tion 
including 
accessibility, 
food, 
and clim ate. 
Also, a possibility exists th a t we 
have a n atu ral fear of such places. 
We enjoy gazing a t these n atu ral 
skyscrapers 
but 
m ay 
recall 
the 
m any legends associated% w ith a t­ 
tem pts to scale them and are satis­ 
fied 
w ith 
life a t 
a 
lower 
level. 
Nevertheless, they offer m uch to 
th e vacationist who longs for the 
cool clear air, pack trips, cam ping, 
and th e sw ift trout stream s 
T he 
lodges and ranches are usually lo­ 
cated in valleys where the scenery 
is beautiful ra th e r th an rugged. 


T here is an o th er reason why th e 
m ajestic peaks are revered but not 
always preferred. T he average visi­ 
tor is unaccustom ed to th e altitude 
and m ay not feel his best a fte r 
ascending a m ile or m ore.

lungs; th u s th e new com er receives 
an adequate quantity. 
T he pulse 
ra te increases also, to assure d e­ 
livery of this gas to th e tissues. T his 
com pensatory m echanism works a u ­ 
tom atically but a t ex tre m e eleva­ 
tions it is n o t sufficient. In order 
to carry on, supplem entary oxygen 
would 
be 
necessary. 
F ortunately, 
m ountains are not th is high and 
th e ex tra equipm ent is needed only 
a t elevations attain ed by airplanes 
an d balloons. 


T he system Is obviously upset by 
th e changed environm ent; conse­ 
quently it is difficult to exercise in 
these circum stances. Labored b reath ­ 
ing follows a lack of oxygen; nose­ 
bleed. a decrease in tension. T ins 
1« particularly true when the func­ 
tion of the heart, lungs, or blood 
vessels is disturbed. 
B ut those who live in m ountain­ 
ous areas for some tim e become 
acclim atized by m anufacturing m ore 
red 
blood corpuscles. 
T he hem o­ 
globin, which carries oxygen to tho 
tissues, is augm ented also. As th e 
blood containing more coloring mat - 
ter passes th ru 
th e lungs, it ie 
c«tliable of taking th e required oxy­ 
gen from the air. W hen this occurs, 
the 
individual does not have to 
b ieath e faster and th e pulse m ay 
re tu rn to its form er rate.

Bolivia border, w hich has an alti­ 
tu d e of 15,000 to 17,000 feet, m ines 
are being operated by the natives 
who work h ard w ithout developing 
sym ptom s.

In Defying Ban On Election Fund

first clear-cut violation of the fed­ 
eral law which prohibits ‘‘expendi­ 
tu re s’* by labor unions and corpora­ 
tions in connection with congres­ 
sional and presidential elections a p ­ 
pears to have been recorded by the 
C onnecticut 
Federation ol 
Labor, 
w hich is rejiorted to have inserted 
paid advertisem ents in C onnecticut 
new spapers advocating the defeat 
of certain m em bers of Congress. 
T he theor> under which some of 
th e 
labor-union leaders are pro­ 
ceeding 
us th a t Congress has no 
constitutional right to regulate how 
expenditures .>hall be m ade in con­ 
nection w ith federal elections. 
If tills theory is upheld, it m eans, 
of course th a t corporations as well 
as labor unions m ay iiereafter spend 
m illions of dollars to influence the 
outcom e of a federal election and 
th a t Congress is powerless to pass 
any rem edial legislation. 


Corporations May Welcome It 


Tile labor-union effort to test th e 
law probably will be welcomed by 
m any corporations, w hich for years 
have felt they were unduly dis­ 
crim inated against rn being pro­ 
hibited from using paid advertising 
space or from distributing printed 
literatu re urging 
the 
election or 
defeat of particular candidates in 
federal elections. 
For. if the Suprem e Court of the 
U nited S tates says th a t the pro­

Constitutional Laws Justified 


As a m atter of fact, constitutional 
rights have always been qualified 
bv the couru. T he power to regulate 
elections could be in certain re­ 
spects a lim itation on the right to 
freedom of speech and the press. 
So also is the law of libel. So also 
is th e law prohibiting new spapers 
from printing lottery num bers. So 
also is the law against 
printing 
obscene m atter. 
T he theory behind Hie constitu­ 
tional power to regulate elections is 
th a t th e right of congress to pro­ 
tect the people against undue re­ 
strain ts and undue influence, p a r­ 
ticularly through the use ot exces­ 
sive am ounts of nionev, is w ithin 
the 
regulatorr power of congress 
because 
freedom 
of 
elections 
is 
more im portant than an unlim ited 
rig h t of expenditure.

T his principle has been applied to 
aviation in the international field 
by the selection of one com pany in 
each country to act as a “chosen 
instrum ent.”

field. It enjoy* a chartered m on­ 
opoly. 
Pan Am erican ha* advocated th at, 
a* it pioneered in the foreign field. 
it became the "chosen in stru m en t” 
of Am erican aviation in the foreign 
field 
At various tim es. It has pro­ 
posed different com binations with 
o th er com panies and finally w hat 
am ounted to a cartel of all A m er­ 
ican companies. 


The theory behind this was 
that if American aviation lines 
competed with each other, as 
well as with the rest of the 
world, this country woald asm 
lose oat in this field. It is esti­ 
mated that about as high as 75 
per rent of air travel originates 
in the United States, but the 
American c o m p a n i e s cannot 
possible hold any such propor­ 
tion of the business.

The spirit, I'm afraid, be­ 
came intolerably cute at times, but 
he did manage to liven up a subject 
that must seem academic even to 
housewives. 
It may or may not 
interest you to know that Appert 
was spurred on in his efforts by 
Napoleon Bonaparte, who was get­ 
ting very tired of losing more troops 
to scurvy than to bullets. It took 
Appert 
fourteen 
years 
to devise 
successful methods of canning, but j 
he finally succeeded and was award­ 
ed a bonus of 12.000 francs by Na­ 
poleon. Considering the effort and 
discouragement involved, it hardly i 
seems worth it. One thing that j 
marked this script out as a mile­ 
stone in American drama is the I 
fact that no one at any time scoffed 
at Appert ar called him a wiki im- 
ractical dreamer.
